In a forward-looking manner, the city councilmen are 
going the limit in seeking to have a proposed 1,000-bed army 
hospital located here. 

They have given a pledge to the army that a site will be 
provided. This site will cost money, but in considering this 
cost and in visualizing the benefits to the community, the 
eouncilmen have decided the investment will bring hand- 


some dividends. Their action in pledging a site for the 


proposed hospital, we believe, will meet with wide approval 


among Upland taxpayers. 

It is the first duty of the councilmen to see that the city 
is managed economically and that suitable services are pro- 
vided all residents. It is also the duty of the councilmen to 
encourage—within reason—a solid upbuilding of the com- 
munity. 

Only a very few small cities on the Pacific coast have as 
good a financial record as has Upland. The cost of govern- 
ment and of public services here is low. At the same time, 
most of the streets are in excellent condition and the var- 
jous services are highly satisfactory. Upland has been fav- 
ored with good management for many years.
